Paleſtine, «Egypt , Aſia 
minor, the Two Empires of -Conft anti- 
nople and Trebizond, the Coaſt "of the 
Red Sea, all-the Black Sea, the great- 
eſt Part of the Mediterranean, the whole 
Coaſt of Africk, Greece, Hungary, -Ge- 
orgia, leſſer Tartary, and the beſt Por- 
tion of Poland; are Proofs as convin- 
Cing, as coſtly .to Chriſt endo.

p— 4 by depriving it of the greateſt 


and belt part of the People, to gather 
its Forces to the out-Parts and Fron- 
tiers. 

Moſt ngers dazled with the 
greatneſs o his Empire, have never 
truly known the Weak Sides of it, ap- 
plying themſelvegonly to the outward 
Appearance, without penetrating to 
the Bottom. But,to clear up the Truth, 
we are to conſider i in what manner the 
Ottoman Policy has extended to Exceſs, 
the Maxim of not letting its Subjects be 
too Rich, to avoid Softneſs, '-and all 
other Accidents thereunto belonging. 

The People, which is the laſt :of 
the Three Orders or Eſtates of this Em- 
pire, Is tyranniz*d over by the Zwo 
others, which is the A4htary, and that 
of the Law. They are almolt beggar'd, . | 
atd employ'd in the vileſt and meaneft }

' which, when it ſhould compoſe the Bo- 

 - .dyof the Empire, is in a manner loſt, 
and every day manifeſtly decaying. 

It's a radicated Miſchief, and as an- 
Elent as the Original of the Ottomans, 
That the Turkiſh Emperors have not be- 
gun to conquer with Facility ſo vaſt an 
-Extent of Land , but by entirely de- 
ſtroying the People, as faſt as they 
ſubdued them. "This Deſtruftion was 
-authoris*d by them of the Law, who 
have continued to be the Miniſters of 
it ; and *twas executed by the Souldi- 
ers, commanded by the Grand Seigmors 
themſelves, whoſe Fizirs were the Li- 
eutenants, and the Baſa's filPd the 0- 
.ther Offices. 

All the Officers which apply'd them- 
ſelves to the Execution of theſe great 
Deſigns, and the purſuit of 'ſo many 
,Conqueſts, ſhar*d the Profits and Ho- 
.nours. And if it be true, that this 
Diſtribution. of Military Dignities and 

Governs

"Governments, is now no other than a 


kind of Rentor Farming, which falls 
on the People z; hence may be con- 
jectured, what will become in the End 
of this Third Eſtate, which the Marti- 
al People continue to deſolate, by a 
Cuſtom to which all contribute with: 
ſuch Force and Violence, that even the 


very Fanizaries, which are taken from 
amongſt the People, are weakned and 
deſtroy*d every Day, in ruining it. 
We may add to this ill Conduct, the 
Application of the latter Sultans to de- 
ſtroy this 2iiria, or at leaſt to dimi- 
niſh its Authority, and overthrow the 
Baſſa's and other Officers; which al- 


ways falling on the People, ſhews, that” 


even the Head, as well, as the reſt, 
who are the Members of the Empire, 
labour at their Deſtruction. | 
The People have ſcarcely any part 
in the Privileges or Honours. The 


Commerce which ſhould belong to' 


them in great Towns, is divided by the 
Souldiers, and eſpecially by the Far- 
zaries, who ſet up for Merchants at 
Conſtantinople. They do the ſame in 
other Placesof their Abode, and more- 
over with more Impunity, as well as

at a pitiful Price, they ſell at an ex- 
ceſſive Rate, in Towns, Burghs and 
Villages; tothe Excluſion of other Peo- 
ple, whom they hinder by their Au- 


| thority or Addreſs, from concerning 
| themſelves. How little ſoever their 


Traffick is, they draw thence a con- 
{iderable Gain , becauſe they are ex- 
empt from all the Charges and Impo- 
fitions, which are laid on the Lands 
and People ; and have Bread, Meat, a 


' Veſt, anda Turbant as a Gift, beſides 


their Pay. 
Hence is ſeen, that the People is the 


\ Patient, on which the Afihtary State 


works; and 'twill be granted, that 
that of the Law, noleſs oppreſles them, 


' byanthorizing the Injuſtices of the 


Baſs, and other Officers,- who. pra- 
Ctiſe incredible Extortions.. Theſe are 
the principal Cauſes, whicn have de- 
Populated, and reduced into Solitude, 
the greateſt Part of this Empire, If 
in theſe latter times, the Sultans have 
extended conſiderably their Limits, by 


this.

this Angmentation: has not been ſaſi« 
cient, ta make amends for the Duni- 
nution of one Third of the People,and . 
their Habitations ;' which-is vitile by 
the [Regiſters of Chancery of the Twa 
Cadileskters of Europe and Aſia, who 
are the T wo chief Judges of the Em- 
pire. The Cawliks, or Jurisdiftions 
of the. Firft,, were reduced. before the 
preſent War, to! Three hundred and 
ten, from more :;than Five hundred, 
which they were at firſt ; and thoſe of 
the Second, are not: more than Four 
hundred and thirty, inſtead of about 
Seven hundred, Whence may be con- 
cluded, that the Troo;s of the Bafſa*s, 
Fimars, and others, are dimimſhed 
proportionably, and even farther, by 
the Diminution and Ruin of ſeveral 
Places, which contributed to their: 
Subliftence. 

Whence may be inferr*d, that the 
laſt Conqueſts of theſe /»fidels, have 
yielded no other Advantage, than the 
hiding from the Chriſtians their ex- 
tream Weakneſs, and the Miſery of 
Parky; which, in fine, begins to diſ- 
cover it ſelf, 'and that - the Efforts 
which they have uſed for this, . have , -

only ſerv'd to avgment the Defolati- 
on of the inward Parts of their .Em- 
pire. | 

_ Whatever there is of Augmentation 
and Greatneſs, in the Center and Ca- 
pital of the Ottoman Empire, ſerves on- 
ly to give further Proof of its Ruine 
and Decay. And, if it bealmoſt im- 
poſſible to. believe the great Number 
there are of 'Towns, Burghs, and Vil- 
lages, where there remains only bare 
Walls, and deſolate Houſes, wherein 
no Body ighabits ; one may moreover 
conſider, how many Burghs about 
Conſtantinople are form'd on the Sides 
of the Port of Boſphorus, and the White 
Sea. Every day new Buildings are there. 
raiſed : The People who are here at 
preſent, far ſurpaſs the ancient Num- 
ber of thoſe, who inhabited it before ; 
and this Concourſe proceeds from the 
great Quantity of People; who flving 
the Perſecutions in the Provinces, find 
only Eaſe and-Sccurity in the Vicinity 
of their Emperor. 

Abandoning as they do, againſt their 
Wills, the Country of their Birth, 'tis 
eaſy to judge by what Violence they are 
conſtrain'd to it. And, becauſe this 
Tyranny

Tyranny ſtill continues, as may be oh- 
ſeryv'd by the Iſles which are almoſt de- 
populated, and by the Deſerts., and 
Ruins on the main Land; | its certain, 
that the Neighbourhood of Conſtanti- 
nople would ariſe into a Province-on lit- 
tle Spaces of Ground , and on Moun- 
tains rough and: barren enongh, had 
not the Imperial Edits ſometimes ob- 
liged theſe new Inhabitants, to return 
to their own Countries. The Expedi- 
ent is alſo practiſed in reſpect of thoſe, 
who have left their Country after they 
have been written in the Book of 'Tax- 
es, to make them contribute ito'the 
Charges of their Commpatriots, ' when 
theſe require it; and many conſent, 
and pay moreover the Impolitions on 
their new Habitations, rather than re- 
turninto their Country. Alltheſe Peo- 
ple, who fill'd conſiderable Provinces, 


and the fartheſt diſtant of the Empire 
I 
and Tyranny of the Government, run 
to the Borders of great Towns, and 
eſpecially of Conſtantinople, and leave 
a]l theſe Countries, which were here- 
toforethe richeſt, and moſt abounding, 
defart, and abandoned.

What I now come from ſaying, may 
ſerve as a general ldea of the Strength 
and Weaknels of the Ortomans.

They conſider him as the Vicar and 
Lieutenant of God on Earth. They 
render him, 'after - Go# and: after 142- 
bomet', all poſſible Honours. When 
they adore the Divine Majeſty, they 
fall on their Knees, and touch the 
Ground with their Heads, to ſignify 
they are as Nothing, before his Al- 
mighty Power. When they pray to 
Mahomet, and in pronouncing his Name 
and Quality of Prophet, they fall on 
their Knees, and bow only the Head : 
And when they will render their Ve- 
neration to the Grand Seignior,, they 
ſtoop very low, and touch the Earth: 
with one Hand,--which they reach up 
afterwards to- their Mouth to kiſs it, 
and then to their Head ; to ſhew, Thar - 
this Emperor being the greateſt Man 
on Earth, they are but Duſt in his 
Sight.

They all, as well the greateſt as the 
ſmalleſt, do glory in being the Grand 
Seigmor's Slaves; the Term of- which 
being taken in the ſtrift Significati- 
on of their Law, as was that of the; 
Romans, comprehends at leaſt an abſo-: 
lute Power of his Highneſs over the 
Eſtates of his Subjects, ' ſuch as a Pa- 
tron may have over thoſe of his Slaves; 
which is to ſay, that a Turk, can enjoy: 
nothing which he has but at the Empe-/ 
ror's Pleaſure. The great Embaſſador! 
of Poland, Fobn Guinski, being come to 
Conſtantinople in the year 1677. with a 
Train 
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Train of Six hundred Perſons, for the. 
compleating the Treaty of Zouraunno z, 
and the Grand Vitir, Cara Muſtapha 
Baſſa, treating him at Dinner. in one- 
of his Gardens on the Canal of the 
Black. Sea, where this Poliſh Lord Com- 
plementing him on the Beauty of the 
Place, and eſpecially on the Honour.of 
being near one of the Seraglio's of the 
Grand Seignier ,, the Fizr replied to. 
him, Being all of us bis Highneſles Slaves, 
and our Eſtates belonging to him, he ſome=- 
times vouchſafes to-come and walk, m the 
Gardens which we make ready for him. 

- This Law of Slavery:is confirnd by 
the proper Intereſt of particular Turks, 
who have Chriſtian Slaves, over. which 
they have all Power, excepting that of 
putting them-to Death, as not being 
myeſted with the. Publick Authority. 
It's not ſo with the Grand Seignior,who, 
by his Abſolute Power, is Maſter not 
only of the Eſtates, but alſo of the 
Lives of his Subjets. And this Power, 
without any Reſerve or Reſtriftion, 
having been originally. eſtabliſhed by 
Conquelts, as has been obſerv?d; their 
Religion has farther authorized it, and 
{o ſolidly confirn?d it, that it has been 
ſcarcely 


. 
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fcarcely ever feen oppoſed or contra- 
difted to any Purpoſe. 

Their Religion gives the Grand Seig- 
or the right of being his Subjets Heir 
when they die, and of peeling them in 
their Life-times, to the Excluſion and 
Prejudice of their Kindred and Chil- 
dren, becauſe all are his Slaves. This 
Maxim ſeems ſomething hard, even ac- 
cording to the Senſe of the moſt able 
Lawyers of the Empire; but 'tis ſfaly'd 
by ſome ſeeming Reaſon, in that the 
Succeſſions which the Emperor ſeizes 
on being the richeſt, ſeeing otherwiſe 
he wonld defpiſe them ; they muſt then 
be of thoſe who have had the Admini- 
ſtration of his Treaſures, who have 
been Governors, or born other conſi- 
derable Offices; or being accusd of 
Injuſtice, afford a plauſible Pretence for 
the Seizure of their Eſtates. 

This Imperial Privilege is ſo great- 
ly in Uſe, that the Heirs of a rich Baſa, 
or other principal Officer, altho they 
never fail to hide what they can, will 
not undertake to divide the Succeſſion 
which belongs to them, without the 
Permiſſion of his Highneſs, who gives 
it entirely, or without reſerve , but 
{cldom. 
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ſeldom. He cauſes the Imperial Seat 
to be ſet on their Goods, whether by 
an expreſs Meſſenger, or the Officers 
on the Placedo it by their Authority ; 
and,taking what ſcems good to him out 
of all their Riches, he diſtributes com- 
monly ſome Portion to the Children 
of him who is ſtript, whether alive or 
dead ; and, he thinks he does them a 
great Favour, in allowing them the 
Honour of being calPd his Co-heirs. 
The Grand Seignior poſleſſes more- 
over this Right, which makes him 
Maſter and Owner of the Eſtates of 
his Subjects, eſpecially of the. Rich- 
eſt, with ſo abſolute an Authority, that 
beſides the Perſons which he deprives 
at once of their Eſtates when he puts 
them to Death., his Highneſs gives 
from time to time to thoſe whom he 
lets enjoy their Eſtates, certain Adver- 
tiſements, which ſhould perſwade them, 
that this Enjoyment is only an Effect 
of his Imperial Benignity on Sufferance. 
He often viſits them, [not ſo much to: 
honour them, as to draw Preſents from 
them, which may paſs for the Redemp- 
tion of the reſt he leaves them ; and he 


makes no Difficulty to explain U_ 
0 
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ſo, as has been ſeveral times known, 
eſpecially when having been entertain'd 
with aſplendid Banquet, and a'conſi- 
derable Preſent by Cara Haſſanoglouſor, 


Aga ofthe Fanizaries, in a Garden ad- |, 
joiningto the Black, Sea, he ſaid to him þ. 


at departure, I leave thee thy Houſe, I ds 
not take that, but remember that all thou 
poſſeſſeſt, to the very Fruits of the Garden,

His Highneſs has alſo often gon on 
Friday to ſay his Prayers at a certain 
Moſque, becauſe *twas near ſome fine 
Seraglio;, of which having advertiſed 
the Maſter, that he ſhould entertam 
him, and that he would do hun the 
honour of viſiting his Houſe, this was 
only to receive a Preſent : This Con- 
duet is fo generally known, that they 
are not very willing to have Palaces 
near the Places where the Grand Seig- 
mor palles and uſually walks. And a 
certain Txrkiſh Uſurer,extreamly Rich, 
became once ſick with Fear, that the 
Reputation of his Riches would draw 
a Viſit to him from his Highneſs.

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Yet there be found Reeonciliations 
and Mitigations. with the Maxims of

There are other Examples, whictr 
prove, that the-ffti and the Mahome-

He had ſworn, on ſome 
extraordinary occalion, to. put to 
death all - the Embaſſadors, and Chri- 
fans which were to be found in his 
Empire, the Execution of-which was 
to be begun in Conſt antinople. 
. His, Grand Vizir foreſceing the Con- 
ſequences, of io barbarous and impo- 
litic a Cruelty, which would not have 
failed to draw along with 1t the Ruin 
of the Empire , and to procure tothe 
Chriſtian Princes , an opportunity of 
revenging themſelves ; oppoſed him-- 
ſelf by his Remonſtrances, and Entrea- 


ties to this Reſolution. But, ſeeing 


the Emperor ſtuck to his Oath, "he had

by the Death of ſome Sultans , *tis be-[

+ Hehce appeats, "That" the Toki 
Monarchy has found its ſafety in the 
Death of theſe Three Emperors\ the 
Firſt of which, tho brave' andjenterpri- 
ling,” yet very-yourig, knew no*Poli- 
tics; ſeeinp;' to fatisfis! his Revenge 
on the Faniſeries who would not obey 
him in Poland, he hazarded, in tran- 
ſlating to Danaſcus the Imperial Seat, 
tho loſing of Conſtantinople (the heſt 


Flower-in his Crown) with the reſt of 


Europe. ' The Second, was'an Uſurper, 
tothe prejudice of the true Heirs; -and 
the Third, ſuch aProdigal, as was like- 


 Iyto deſtroy the State. 


It ſeems, as if ſuch Events conld not 
happen, without extraordinary Revo- 
lations, and 'even without Rebellions 
againſt the Emperor. But it's obſer- 
vable, that in the time of the greateſt 
Diſorders and Revolt, the ' Malecon- 
tents have not failed to ſhew their Re- 
ſpect and Veneration, to the Imperial 
Blood they were to ſhed. They durſt 
not undertake it oftheir own Authort- 
ty, withheld by the Auguſt Quality 
of Emperor ; but yet believing- the

the State: they' have diſpdſleſFdtheir 


Emperor ;- and'.-putting the Lawful 


Succeſſor in his Place, they have obli- 
ged him-with-Pretences of Religion,

Death; who ctaine from being diſpoſ- 


fed ofhisThrone. 


"In this'manner Sultar ſnan had Im- 
priſoned his Uncle Sultan Auſt apha ;

e Chriſtians making any Advantage of 
t. His Son Adahomet I. was con- 
ſtrain'd todeſtroy Kis Brethren ; whoſe 
Number, and difterent Deminations, 
although they were not Emperors,were 
. en the Point af deſtroying the Ozto- 
mans, He ſubdued them without re- 
ceivingany confiderable Traverſes from: 
the Chriſtians; and he palles among the 
Turks for the Reſtorerof, the Empire.,. 
but for the perfecting of the Affliction 
of Chriſtendom. It was the Grandfather 
of Mahomet IL. Surnam?d the Congue- 
ror, the Thunderer,

- But, to:denote how far 
their Exaggeration reaches in his Re- 
ſpe, they attribute to him by a kind 
of Superſtition, That having himſelf 
gathered up from his Cloths , his 
Feet, Hands and Face, all the Duſt and 
Sweat mingled together, gotten in 
Combats wherein he was; he. preci- 
ouſly con{zrv*d them, and.ordered a 
Compoſition to be made of them, to 
put into--his Tomb on his right Cheek, 
to profit by the Advice which the Al- 
coran gives them, in theſe Terms, He 
whoſe Feet ſhall be filPd with Duſt in the 
Lord's Battels, ſhall be by his Bounty and 
Drvine Mercy exempt from the.

.. Selim, Bajazet*s eldeſt Son, notwith- 
ſtanding. his Parricide, palles -alſo a- 
mongſt the Turks for one of the moſt 
holy Conquerors of this Empire ; ha- 
ving thereunto joined the Domination 
of Merha, 'Medina, Egypt, Damaſcus, 
S Fer:lalem, | 
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Ferlſalem, and all 'Syria, without the 
Chriſtians of his Time attempting to 
oppoſe the Aggrandiſement of this 
Infidel Prince, the Father of the Great - 
Solyman; | It's known © whereto this 
ſame Princeextended the Orroman Pow- 
er; but to whatever Exceſs of Gran- ' 
dure *twas rais'd, he began to leave 
his Reſidence of Conſtantinople, fearing 
it ſhould prove ominous to him, con- 
tenting himſelf with giving this greet 
Town the Marks of his Magnificence,

Kupruli, He was a Chriſtian by Birth, Þ 1; 
and the Son of a Papas, or Greek Priclt, 
of a Village in Albany near Betpraxe ; 
and, though he ought to haye been an 
Enemy to the Iahometans, yet he be- 4 
came their ProteCtor, andthe Reſtorer 
of their Empire. An Uncle by his 
Mother's ſide ( who was chief of the 
Kitchin in the Seragho, in the time of 
Sultan Ahmet ) was conlidered as the 
Object, and Inſtrument of his Fortune. 
He was ſent to this Officer, who made 
him inamediately embrace the MMabome- 
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tar Religion, and procur'd him Ad- 
miſſion into one of the Chambers of 
the Sr whence he came to the 
Office © Chief V1zzr by different De- 
grees, during the Reigns of Five Sud- 
tans, Ahmet, Maſtapha, Oſman, Mu- 
rat, Ibrahim, and during the Diſorders 
of the Beginning of the Reign of the 
Sixth Sultan, Mabomer. And when this 
latter being but Sixteen Years old, re. © 
mitted the Government 'of the Afﬀeairs 
of the Empire to him, Kupruli would 
not accept of it, till he had taken an 
Oath, That he would hearken to no 
Propoſition which direfted againſt his 
Counſels, and that he would leave 
him in the Exerciſe of his Office du» 
ring his whole Life. 

If Mahomet IV. kept his Word, K- 
pralihas not been wanting for his part 
m re-eſtabliſhing the Afﬀairs of the Em- 
pire, in whatever ill Condition they 
then lay. It cannot enough be admi- 
red, that a Man, who knew neither to” 
write nor read, the Son of a Greek- 
Prieft, and come by chance from the

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ty. He went into the midſt of the 
Rebels, attended only with Ten Fari- 
zaries,with a Paper in his Hand, where- 
in there was nothing written ; and, 
feigning that this Paper which was 
folded was a Hatcherif, he drew near 
to the chief of the Seditious, where he 
lifted up the Hand which held the Pa- 
per, and with the other took hold of 
hinr by the Collar, in ſaying to him, 
The Emperor commands this ;, and with- 
out any Attempt to reſcue him, he led 
him to the Grand Vizir, who cauſed 
him to be put to Death. This ap- 
peaſed the Tumult, and imprinted 
ſuch Terror on the Minds of the Male- 
contents, who were then very nume- 
rous, that they have had time ſince 
that, to change and put to Death the 
Principals amongſt them ; ſo that the 
Reſt have not had the Boldneſs to form 
any Enterpriſe. 

There are many other Inſtances of 
the Vertue, which the only Name of 
the Grand Sezgmor has made to appear, 
in occaſions wherein his Authority 
ſeemed to be attack'd more nearly 
but here's one which will ſhew in what 
manner the Veneration which is paid 
D him, 
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him, is effeQual in far diſtant Provin- 
Ces. 

" Haſſan Baſſa, the laſt of the Rebels. 
which made a Noiſe out of Conſtanti- 
nople, formed a Rebellion, which he 
covered under pretence of oppoſing 
the Tyranny of Adehemmet Ku- 
prult;, and having found means to 


draw to his Party Eight Baſſas, and ſe- | 


veral Bey's of Anatolia, he ſaw him- 
ſelf in a ſmall time at the Head of an 
Army of Fourſcore thouſand men, 
threatning even the City of Conſtanti- 
ople. He was greatly feared when he 
belieged Burſa, before which raiſing 
nevertheleſs the ſiege, and being gone 
ſome diſtance for Money , Kupruls 

romisd himſelf good Fortune from his 

etreat; and, for the more ſpeedy 
Riddance of him, he diſpatched an 
Hatcherif containing the Sentenee of 
his Death. 

He to whom it was entruſted, na- 
med Afourtaza Baſſa, did not believe 
he could execute it, by ſhewing im- 
mediately the Orders of the Grand 
Sergrmor. He alſo knew, That his For- 
ces were not ſufficient to deſtroy this 
'Reb&llion; for which Reaſons he had 

| recourſe 
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recourſe to Artifices, which probably 
had been ſuggeſted to him by Kupruls. / 
He feigned himſelf to be of the Rebels 
Party, and pretended great” zeal to 
ſerve him; and having invited him 
one day to a Collation, he roſe up- at 
the end of it, and read the Hatcherif 
of the Death of Haſſan Baſſa, in the 
hearing of all the other Baſſa*s, who 
were. at the Banquet; who finding 
themſelves not comprehended in this 
dreadful Decree, and conſidering that 
one of their Aſſociates, who was the 
Bearer of it, forſook them , thought 
it their beit Courſe to abandon the 
Condemned Party, whoſe Head, after 
he was ſtrangled, was ſent to Conſtan- 
timople 5 and this Revolt was ap- 
peaſed, the Soldiers disbanding thems » 
ſelves. 

There are who would conclude 
from this Example, that the Rebels 
in the Orroman Army, how far ſoever 
they may extend their Rebellion, do 
not believe themſelves diſobedient, nor 
criminal , but when the Hatcherif 
( which contains an Order, approved 
by the Hand of the Grand Seigmor ) is 
lignified to them ; becauſe, otherwiſe, 
D 2 _ they 
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they ſuppoſe that all things are ma. 
naged by the Authority of the Yizzr 
who ſatisfying his own particular Paſ- 
ſion, dares not communicare any thing 
of what paſles to the Grand Seignior ; 
and ſo that when his Zighxeſs by one 
or two Lines from his own Hand, 
confirms their Condemnation , they 
believe they have no further reaſon to 
doubt of it; and that they ſhall become 
unfaithful to their Religion , ſhould 
they heſitate to ſubmit to the Imperi- 
al Commands. But to be ignorant of 
it, all the Precaution conſiſts, in hin- 
dring him, who is the Bearer, from en- 
tring into the Camp ; becauſe that by 
the reading of this Command in the 
Preſence of the Army, they are ſure 
not to eſcape Death. 

Theſe Arguings are o*erthrown by 
the very Inſtance on which they ſeem 
grounded ; ſeeing 'tis apparent that 
Afourtaza Baſſa, uſed the greateſt ſub- 
tilty to compaſs his Deſign. He was 
far from trying the Execution of it at 
the Head of the Army. He had for 
to facilitate it, taken the Form of a 
'Traytor ; and, it's very likely, he was 
Maſter in the Place where the Feaſt 
was 
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was made ; and*twas from theſe Mo=- 
tives, rather than on any Maxim of 
Religion, that Haſſan Baſſa was con- 
ſtrained to loſe his Life. Not but that 
a Hatcherif is extreamly reverencedy 
and produces great EffeCts, eſpecially 
amonglt the People; but when they 
are intended to allay Seditions, it is- 
ſent againſt the Head of it. He that 
is the Bearer , manages himſelf with 
the greateſt Secrecy; and, truſting ra- 
ther to his Dexterity, than to the Cri« 


- minaPs ſubmiſſhon, he executes his Or- 


der rather on the 7o7mer Account, than 
the latter, In fine, notwithſtanding 
the Criminal obeys by Force, without 
rendring himſelf to the Reaſons of the 
Caſuiſts of his Law ( who reſpe& him 
as an 7zfidelthat does not willingly part 
with his Head, as has been already ob- 
ferved ) the Ferfas of the 24ufti, and 
the Hatcherifs of the Grand Seigmor, 
do always produce marvellous Etfe&ts, 
and have ever been the two Principal 
Means, to conſerve the Ortoman Autho- 
rity ; ſeeing a Leaf of Paper, with five 
or ſix Words writ with his Highneſs 
Hand, does more than confiderable Ar- 
mies could do. |

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CHAP. III. 


Several other Reaſons of the En- 
creaſe of the Ottoman Power, 
and particular Obſervations on 
the Laſt War, which the Turks 
had with the Emperor, the Ve- 
netians, Poles, azd Moſcovites. 


HE Turks pretend, that - their 
Miniſters and Officers, cannot 
neglect their Duty,. by confiding in the 
Protection, and famuliar Accels they 
may haye to the Grand Seignior, by the 
truſting to their Merits, through the 
Number of their Parti/ans, or Crea- 
tures ; and by the Quantity of -their 
Riches, whichare all Motives ; which 
together, or ſeparately, have, many 
times engaged ſeveral Miniſters of 
C briſtian Princes. to neglect their Du- 
ty, or to prefer their Paſſion to the 
Intereſt of. their Prince. . For, how 
rich ſoever-an - Aga, Baſſa, or Vizir 
may be; whatever Merit may;þ9.unt- 
verſally acknowledged in,; then, and 
how great ſoever the, Number of their 
Yal- 
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Vaſſals may be ; its . certain, that if 
they come to be guilty of a Fault, all 
their Advantages areof no Value; they 
ſave them not from Death, or at  Jeaſt 
from running a great Riſque : : buton 
the contrary, the more Powerful he 
becomes, tþe more reaſon is there for 
haſtning his DeſtruCtion, if he has not * 
the Dexterity to manage himſelf yery 
circumſpettly. 

It's to be obſerved, that whatever Fa- 
miliarity the Grand Seignior may have 
with any one, no body ever takes the 
Liberty to make Anſwers, unleſs they 
be Dwarfs, Fools, or the Mutes of his - 
Seraglio ;, who, under pretence of di- 
verting him, have great Eiberty. The 
reſt ( whatever Familiarity they may 
have with his Highneſs, who called the 
two Vizirs, KuprulPs, Lala, which is 
to ſay, Father ) always keep themſelves 
in their Diſtance, without emancipa=- 
ting themſelves, or departing, in any 
ſort, from the - reſpeAttul Terms, in 
which they appear continually before 

im 

If ſometimes the Grand YVizirs would 
efteCtually ſet before the Sultans, the 
neceſſity of putting ſome. Perſon to 
D. 4 Death, 
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Death, or, the placing another in a 
great Office, againſt the Cabals with- 
in the Seragho, whch hinder the Exe- 
cution ; they have remonſtrated it, as 
a thing abſolutely neceſſary to the 
Conſervation, or Welfareof the State, 
They declare, that the Emperor not 
doing it, they will deliver up to him 
the Imperial Seal, which 1s the Token 
of the Diſpoſſeſſion of their Office ; 
and alſo offer their Heads, which they 
humbly entreat his #zghnef to accept 
of, if he will not yield to their -le- 
monſtrances. - And it has been ſeen in 
the Time of the Grand YVizzr Kuprult, 
that the Grand Seignior now Reigning, 
would accept of neither one, nor the 
other; chooſing rather to conſent to 
the Death of a Baſſa, whom this Mini- 
ſter had Condemned, although his 
Highneſs had a great Kindneſs for 
him, and was perhaps grieved at his 
Loſs. 

Cara Muſtapha Baſſa, before heleft 
the Grand Seignior, to paſs the Danube, 
at the Head of the Army, and march 
_ againſt the Moſcovites, then in the 
Campain of Cheherim ( of which men- 
tion ſhall be made hereafter ) ſeeing 

is 
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his Highneſs would have the fouſſaip, his 
Favorite, to ſupply: the place of Caima- 
cam (or, Lieutenant of the Grand Vizir) 
delivered up the Seal to him, and be» 
{ought him rather to take off his Head, 
if heperſiſted in this Deſign.. He Re- 
monſtrated to him, that the ouſ- 
{aip being his Enemy (as indeed he 
was ) would not fail to forſake him, 
and not ſend him ſuch things as his 
Enterprize required, to the end the 
bad Succeſs, might fall on him his 
Chief Vizar; and for this reaſon, ano- 
ther, named Cara Ibrahim Baſſa, was 
made Caimacan. 

Thus the Grand Seignior*s Power, 
cannot appear truly diminiſÞ®d ; ſee- 
ing, that on the .contrary, the better 
to eſtabliſh his Imperial Authority , 
thoſe who may be thought able to leſ- 
ſen it, are always ready.to ofter him 
thetr Heads. Irs certain, . that the 
Aſiurance which the Grand V1z2rs take 
from the Dignity of their Office, to 
ſpeak to the Grand Scignior, ſeldom 
proceeds farther than this Remon» 
ſtrance. They have done thus, as well 
for their own Advantage, as for that. ' 
of his Hrehneſs ; which has been par=- 
D 5 Licularly 
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ticularly obſervable of -late - Times} 
ſince Mehemmet Kupruli has o'erthrown 
the Intrigues of the Seraglo.. This 
is all the Effeft which the Grand Seign- 
or's familiarity may produce, and the 
Condeſcendance which. he ſometimes 
uſes towards his Chief Miniſters ; and, 
in reſpeC&t of thoſe I now mentioned , 
Kupruli, Cara Muſt apha Baſſa, and the 
Mouſſaip Couloglou, its faid, that the 
Grand Seignior reſpected the firſt, fear- 
ed the ſecond, and loved the third. 

The Dodftrine of- Predeſtination, has 
mightily ſerved to eſtabliſh and ex- 
tend the Limits of this Empire. Moſt 
of the Turks, and eſpecially the Soldi- 
ery, firmly believe, That the Bounds 
of Human Life being determined by 
the Power of God, its impoſlible to 
die, though a Man throws himſelf in- 
to the Fire, if the Hour of his Deceaſe 
be not come. And, on the contrary, 
That another doesin vain endeavour to 
preſerve himſelf from Dangers, ſeeing 
all the Cares, and Pre-cautions, cannot 
reſcue him from the End put to his 
Days, and that we muſt obey the ab- 
{olute Power of Fate, which has regu- 
lated both the Time, and Manner.

Theſe Maxims have imprinted in the 
Minds and Actions of the Soldiery ſuch 
a Boldneſs, which without this would 
paſs for Raſhneſs; and therefore ?tis, 
that the Turks, with but a few Men, 
made in the Beginning ſuch conſidera- 
ble Progreſles. 

This Belief of Predeſtination, was the 
ſame to them as a numerous Army, 
ſeeing it inſpired them with Courage, 


' Which does more than Multitudes of 


Soldiers. It's true, that this Intrept- 
dity 1s much diminiſh*d, in Compart- 
ſon, of what -it was heretofore; but 
there are ſtill ſome Remains, eſpecially 
amongſt the Fanizaries, and the Serder 
Guetchti, or, Forloru Hope. Theſe, as - 
well as the other Military People, do 
now uſe ſome Precautions; and there 
are ſeveral, who on the Reproaches. . 
made them touching their Flight, and 
{mall Courage in certain Rencounters, 
ingenuouſly anſwer, Dgiarn Tateli, Life 
z5 ſweet ;, and alledge., they are in theſe 
Latter Times, Predeſtinated to run a- 
way, and be worſted ; as they were 
heretofore to vanquiſh or die. In 
fine, if the Turks be perſwadecd ( as 
they are for the moſt part ) that we 
muſt 
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muſt die according as Fate has Decreed); 


yet they believe, their good or bad 
ACtions, ( touching which they hold 
Free-Will ) will obtain the Glory of 
Paradiſe, or the Pains of Hell. 

They alſo hold for an unqueſtiona- 
ble Maxim of the Alcorar, That he who 
dies in War, inthe Emperor's Service, 1s 
a Martyr, and, if be returns Vittorious, 


be is Mahomet*s Champion, To this 


purpoſe, they have oft in their Mouths 
theſe Words, If I die in Battel I am 4 
Martyr ;, and if I rettrn alive, having 
ſlain the Enemies, I ſhall be a Champion. 
This Conceit, at firſt produced great 
Effects ; it engaged the Turks, with 
great ſatisfaction,to undertake all Mili- 
tary Expeditions, though never ſo ha- 
zardous, from the Aſſurance they had 
of loſing nothing; and, that in dying, 
they ſhould obtain the Remiſſion of all 

their Sins, except ill-gotten Goods, 
Mahomet made not this Exception 
without Deſign, butthat his Followers 
might behave themſelves with- more 
Courage, in Rencounters wherein are 
great Dangers; as, in Naval Combats, 
where uſually there's no flying away, 
the Prophet has declared, That thofe 
Turks 
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Turks who ſhould die therein, all their 
Sins, none excepted, even that of ull-got- 
ten Goods, ſhall be forgiven, Thus, the 
Fortune of Temporal, and Eternal 
Life , being an infallible Motive to 
thoſe who periſh in the Wars, both: 
by Sea and Land, or who return 
Victorious ; it's no wonder, if the En- 
terprizes of the Turkiþ Emperors, 
have been attended with. ſuch-proſpe- 
rous Succelles. | 

We may alſo ſay, the exaCt Diſci- 
pline and Rule, which has been here- 
tofore amongſt the Orroman Troops, 
andeſpecially amongſt the Fanizaries, 
has been a conſiderable Means for the 
Aggrandizement of the Empire: And, 
the Method of Educating Young Peo- 
ple, choſen for the moſt part, out of 
thoſe that are taken Captive, ( who 
are carefully inſtrufted in Semmmaries, 
or particular Seragho's, each according 
as his Gerizs and Diſpoſition ſeems to 
incline) isan excellent way of farniſh- 
ing: the State with Perſons capable for 
all Employs. 

Beſides what we have now mention- 
ed, which appears ſufficient to eſtabliſh 
a powerful Goyernment, 'tis further 
to 
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to be obſerv'd, That moſt of the Mi- 
niſters and 1urkiſh Officers, have been 
always of Opinion, that the Enemies 
of the Port would eſteem theniſelveg 
happy, ſhould they let them enjoy their 
States without diſturbing them ; and 
when they have done it, being always 
the firſt to begin the War, they ſee no 
deliverance, but by the loſs of ſome 
Place, and granting them always their 
Demands, believing it impoſſible for 
them, long to rehiſt ſo formidable a 
Power ; and they cannot do better, 
than to gain time, and not to provoke 
them too much ; to the neglecting, on 
this reaſon, the making Profit of thoſe 
great Advantages, which they haveoft 
obtained againſt them , and to the 
carrying them on asfar as they could. 

It's notlikely,the preſent War ſhauld 
have the ſame Succeſs; but this has 
been too oft ſeen in all others, which 
theſe Jnfidels haye many times had 
with their Neighbours; as, in that of 


Candia, which the Republick, of Yerice, 


ſuſtained for ſo long a time, and dn- 
rins which the 7urks have in all Com- 
bats been worited ; ſo that their Na- 
val Forces, which were in the begin- 
ning 
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ning near Three: hundred Sajl, were 
reduced. to Forty Galleys, ill equipt, 
and ſome few Veſlels of Barbary; Yer, _ 
this War ended in the Loſs of an en- 
tire Kingdom, and, in ſuch a Treaty, as 
became far more favourable to the 
Turks, than they could dare to hope. 

The winning the Battle of Corzin, - 
which could procure the. Poles nothing - 
leſs than the taking of Bialogrod, the 
Paſſage of the Danube, and Conqueſt of 
Conſtantinople ( according as they them- 
ſelves own'd ) did not yield them ſo - 
much as the retaking of Caminiec, nor 
to ſecure Ukrania and Podolia, which 
they have ſince yielded by the Treaty 
of Zotrawno. 

The Moſcovites had ( according to 
their General K amadanowshki's Expreſ- 
ſions ) innumerable and terrible Legi- 
ons of Souldiers, when the Grand Serg- 
mor denounced War againſt them inthe 
Year 1677.0n the Difterence which was 
between his Highneſs and the Moſco- 
wvites, touching the Protection given to 
Prince Dorozensko , and 'the Cofſacks. 
They had brought into inevitable Dan- 
ger, the Great Vizir, Cara Muſtapha, 
and all the Nrtoman Army, near the Bo- 
riſthenes ; 
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riſthenes where ,. according to' the 
Confeſſion of the Turks themſelves, they 
might have paſt this River ,/ of which 
they: were Maſters, cut them in pleces, 
or deſtroy them with Hunger: Yet, 
however this happened, they hindred 
not.the taking and Ruin of the Town 
and Fortreſs of Cheherim by the Infidels, 
nor the triumphant Return of- the Yi 
2/r with his broken Troops, having 
been as Fortunate in this Rencounter, 
as he had ſhew*d himſelf raſh. and ig- 
norant. 

The Victory of the Germars in the 
Battle of St. Godard, was immediately 
followed by. a Truce prejudicial to the 
— Emperor, by the yielding of one of his 
beſt Places, and Articles ſtipulated a- 


gainſt the Intereſts of his Subjects; i 


whoſe following Diſcontents have pro- 
cur'd to his Imperial Majeſty as much 
Trouble.. as it has drawn Submiſiions 
to the Grand Seigmor from theſe Peo- 
plespart. And one may admire, in 
this Occaſion, the manner of moſt E- 
vents, which by a certain Chain of 
Contingencies and different Afﬀeairs, are 
oft found contrary to the Firſt Cauſe 
producing them. The Emperor ha- 
VIng 
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ying made a Peace with the Turks, the 
Hungarians have ſhew*d themſelves diſ- 
contented,and demanded a War againſt 
the Infidels, to recover the Country 
yielded tothem, and to drive them en- 
tirely out of Hungary. But this great 
Deſire, which put them on fighting 
the /nfiaels, has at laſt termin'd, in 
ſubmitting themſelves and Part of the 
Kingdom to them, Here are Move- 
ments,and Engagements very oppoſite ; 
and, we muſt not wonder after this, 
if the Tarks have ſo reſolutely expo- 
ſed their Party. 

AMehemmet Kuprubti, the Grand Vizar, 
thought himſelf much miſtaken in this 
Maxim at the Battle of Raab. He be- 
gan with a kind of Raillery ; for, ſee- 


; Jing the Chriſtians March, he askd, 


Who are theſe Wenches? by reaſon of 
the Officers Periwigs. But when he 
ſaw theſe People whom he deſpiſed, 

ere not aſtoniſh'd at the dreadful 
ries, thrice reiterated, of the Name 
f God, Allah, allah, allah, with which 
he Turks do alwales, with great Im- 
petuoſity, begin their Attacks; theſe 
nfidels imagining to draw a great Ad- 
antage, by the Conhdence which any

ſpeedy Execution, he percetv'd he had 
not to do with Enemies who were 4 
fraid of him, but with ſuch as werere- 
folved to exterminate him by the De- N 
feat of all the Troops that had paſs'd 
the River, of which thoſe who had h 
eſcaped the'Edge of the Sword, werefſ . 
drown'd in their Attempts of a Pal. 
ſage. | 
Heclap?d his Hand at the ſame-tin 
to his Scimitar, to oppoſe the. Flight 
of his Souldiers, ſome of which he 
kill'd; and being not able to gain his 
Point, he fell into ſuch an exceſs of Fu] * 
ry, asto weep, and attempt the kil- ij 
ling himſelf.

hard for the Germans to find a ſaffici- 
ent Excuſe for being tired with the 
Iength of the War : It's no marvel, if 
| they deſired to be deliver'd from it, on 
Conditions diſadvantageous, reſerving 
their | being reveng?d to ſome fitter 
Opportunity, which they now do not 
want. 
The Polanders might, according to 
all Probabilities, not have neglected 
the Advantage Heaven offer'd them at 
the Battle of Cotzim, in the Facility of 
retaking Camintec, which was prelt 
with Famine , and which ſeentd an 1in- 
evitable Sequel of 'this' Victory. But 
they choſe rather to fer to the Pillag- 
hay Ing 
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ing of Moldavia, and to feed them. 
ſelves with the Praiſes which all Chy. 
ſtendom gave them. A juſt Title, and 
of which they muſt have been more' 
worthy, had they not topp'd in ſo fair 
a Way. But, inſtead of haſtning to 
the infallible Conſummation of the 
Triumph, by purſuing the Remains 
which had eſcap'd from their-Victory; 
in ſecuring Two conſiderable Provinces 
from the Invaſion of the Trks, andin 
retaking Caminiec, they return'd in- 
to Poland: and have been ſince ſeen to 
enter into an Engagement ſo void of 
Precautions, that they ſaw no means 
of getting out of it, but by a vexatious 
Treaty, which they were forc*d to 
conclude at Zourawno, with a Precipi- 
tation not uſual in ſuch Occaſions, and 
which ſtripp'd the Poles of the Remain- 
ders of Ukrania and Podoha, Here's 
an Oppoſition very much contrary to 
the Cuſtom they have, of vaunting 
their Bravery, their Intrepidity, and 
Irreconcilable Hatred again{t the 
Turks. What may one not ſay on this 
fo large a Subje&t, and on the Cauſe of 
{o deplorable a 'Diſgrace, which haz 
atHicted one of the moſt.yalorous Na- 
h " tons 
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fions in the World; and which is fo 
intereſted to ſuſtain this great Reputa- 
tion, which ſhe had obtain'd in the O- 
pinion of the Turks, wherein there re- 
main ſt11l very ſtrong Impreſſions of it? 
Of the T'wo Peaces we now menti- 
oned, one was too voluntary and ha- 
ſty fromthe Germans Part, and the 0- 
ther ſeems to have been concluded too 
generouſly from the Poles Part. It was 
not the ſame 1n reſpect of that of Can- 
4a, which is a:moſt ſolid Proof of the 
| admirable Condu&@t of a moſt ancient 
Republick,, which having always paſt 
in the World for a real Example of 
Wiſdom, by the juſt Effefts of its Po- 
licy, . muſt have alſo ,continu'd the 
Greatneſs of her Victories, and Con- 
queſts, if the terrible Aggrandizement 
of the Houſe of Auſtria, had not ob- 
lig'd them to unfurnifh their Places in 
the Levant and 1ſlands, the better to 
aſſure the Conſervation of thoſe in the 
Terra firma; which has given the Or- 
toman Emperors an extream Facility, 
ſince one Century, to uſurp a great 
Part of them. "eW 
Theſe out-Parts of Chriſtendom, have 
been defended, to the Glory and Ad- 
L vantage 
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vantage of Religion. They have ſeryd JF , 
to blunt the greateſt Effort; of the F, 
Ottoman Power. And its evident, we þf þ 
owe to the Republick, of Yenice, the , 
weakening and diſſipation of the Tar. 
kiſb Naval Armies ;. which being ſo pu- ff 4 
ilant, and numerous in the Beginning, JF .. 
are not leſſened,or (to ſpeak better )de.fſ , 
ſtroy?d, but by the vigorous Reliſtanceſſ 
of the Gallies, Galcaſles, and othaſl,, 
Venetian Veſlels, We mult then grant, 
that ?tis to their Forces and Intelli 
gence on the Sea, that is due this ſo va 
luable an Effect to Chriſtendom, That 
the Turks have never yet reached to 
Rome, but are reduc'd to that Condi 
tion wherein we ſee them. 

As to the laſt War, . which the Turks 
had with the /oſcovites on account. offfy; 
the Cofſacks, which caugd theSiege andy, 

Ruin of the Town and Fortreſs of Che-ſ,, 
berim by theſe Infidels ;- its certain, that, 
the Yizzr, Cara Muſtapbha, who com-ſc; 
manded in Perſon in this Expedition 
loſt therein more than half. of his Ar-ſſ;

I" Sthat they were in their own Tertito- 
UFries, where they wanted nothing , 
Tfthrough the commodiouſneſs of a great 
totRiver, of which they were wholly 


id Maſters. In fine, they were fenced on 
(0 the 
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the Land ſide, by their Retrenchment; 
which they call Tabour, ſo formidahle 
to the Turks. But inſtead of receiving 
the Fortune which preſented her ſe] 
.* them;they forſake her, by repallingth 
Boriſthenes, and conſtrain her to re- 
turn to the Infidels, whom ſhe ſeenid 
to be willing to forſake. bY 
Certainly theſe Aahometans . mu 
mightily value themſelves, ſeeing thar 
Enemies grow impatient on the very 
point of "Triumphing, and give them- 
ſelves the trouble of repaſſing a great 
River, to avoid a glorious Victory, 
which might have been gain'd by ſitting 
 Nill. They were in ſo low a Condt- 
tion, that it*s ſcarce credible; and, 
their Policy would not have uphelc | 
them ſo long, had not the Chriſtians 
been fo prejudic'd ( as they have al: | 


ways been ) in their Favour, and high 
Eſteem of the Power of theſe 7 
aels. oy 
It has been to this time believ?d, tha 
this*Empire is another Peru for Men 
and Money ; they have been all taker 
for Souldiers, Captains, and Generals 
of a Conſummate Experience. The 
Grand Seignior and his Yizir , have the 
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ſameBelief; for, -by their Authority, 
they raiſe Men, lay continual Taxes, 


" and place, in Governments of Provin- 


ces, and at the Head of Armies and 
particular Troops, Gardiners, Bar- 


* bers, and other ſuch like People of Qua- _ 


lity, who never. ſaw-the Face of an 
Enemy. It's ſufficient a Man be Grand 
Vizir, to be Generaliſſima ; and, that 


| Souldiers know how to ſhoot, to fight, 
- and overthrow their Enemies. 


"To which we may add, thoſe Soul- 
diers who are wont oft to purchaſe 
an Exemption from golng to War, 
and others who in ſo great Numbers 
exerciſe Trades. A man makes himſelf 
a Souldier on Foot or Horſeback, to 
live on pillaging and roopng the Peo- 
ple. The Officers do the ſame, they 
be all Thieves by Neceſſity ; for, they 
are peel'd fromtime to time. Thereare 
Thouſands of Souldiers, who having 
either Credit or Money, obtain their 
Pay, and are excuſed from all manner 
of Duty. And falſe Muſters are no 
where more practiſed, it being the In- 
tereſt of the Grand Seignior hin.ſelf, that 
his Companies ſhould not be compleat; 
this being ſo much Money fſav*d in his 
Coffers. E It 
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appears from theſe real Obſerya-; 
tions, -and others, which the Sequel of! 
this Diſconrſe will furniſh-us withal;;; 
That, if the Chriſtians have had, hi-; 
therto the Miſhap te judge ſo ill of the; 
Grand Seignior's Power , which has; 
cauſed them conſiderable Loſles ; his; 
Highneſs himſelf has falten into the like 4 
Fault, in ſuch a manner, which 1s no,; 
teſs prejudicial to him: For, if he; 
could heretofore vaunt of filling his; 
Treaſuries, and raiſing as many Peo-- 
Pte as he would ; he begins now to per- - 
celve, that his fo vaſt Domination end-', 
ing in Solitude and Defarts, all the } 
Money he may have will ſgnify little, ; 
not. finding any body to whom he may 
part with it, to any ufeful Purpoſe. 
A Man may be convinc'd of his Co- ! 
vetouſneſs, by conſidering his Condud -j 
towards Cara Muſtapha, when he re-;3 
turn'd from his firſt Enterpize, ſince 3 
He was raiſed to the Supreme Yizzr-.-1 
ip; I mean, from the Campaign of 
"heherim, we now mentioned ; I was 2 
then-at Conſtantinople, His Higbneſs-3 
did not ſet himſelf on reproaching > 
him, thatin ſo important an Occaſfion 
as that was, he had fo littkt Careand 
Fore- 
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Feed» that mſtead of managing 
the Officers in exciting them by fone 
Liberality, he had diſcouraged them 
in exafting Money from each of them, 
to the very loweſt, to keep them in 
their Poſts ; whilſt on the other hand, 
he reduced them to Famine , making 
himſelf the Maſter of the Proviſions, 
which he fold them at what rate he 
pteaſed.

HE Firſt Cauſe of the Ruin of . | 


the Turkiſh Empire, comes from 
the Largeſſles and Magnihcences,, 
which Sultan Solymanl. exerciſed during 
his Reign. Hedid it with ſuch Pro- 
fuſion, that having exhauſted all the 
Treaſures of the Empire, his Deſcen- 
dants'were conſtrained to engage their 
Domains, eſpecially Sultan Ibrahim,un-. 
der whom the Revenues were found, 
alienated for ſeveral Years. This obs. 
liged the Grand" Vizir Mehemmet Ku- 
preli ( of whom we have ſpoke) to. 
tmpoſe new Taxes, which were very 
hard; not ſo much by reaſon of the 
conſiderable Summs, as from the Se- 
verity of thoſe who receiv*d them, in 
extorting much more than was their 
| Due, 
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Due, and requiring them to make De- - 


clarations that they had paid no more 
than they ought. This Diſorder pro- 
 ceeded from the Number of Aga*s or 
Officers, whom the Chief Yizir and, 
Tefterdar, ſend for the Service of the. - 
Port ,. and for the ExaCtion of theſe 
Rights, which ſerve for a Pretence of 
taking whatever they can lay hands 
. on, and toenrich themſelves, without 
Fear of any Puniſhment ; becauſe the 
Superior Miniſters ſacrificing the Pub- 
lick Intereſt to their Particular, do here- 
by ordinarily ſatisfy their Officers, and 
only give them theſe ſort of Commilſ- 
ſions, .by way of Recompence, and In- 
demnity of Charges, which they are 
forc'd to make by their Attendance.

1 TO the Subjects to the Prince, and 
rom the Prince tothe SubjeAs, as well 
as by the good Order of Moneys, 
and Purity of its Kinds ; . one: may be- 
lieve in this Reſpect, that the Ortomar 
Empire is fallen, and falls every Day 
into a great Diſorder. The Summs

Iity of Dombes; and, had the Mer- 
chants been contented with the Gain of 
Cent, pro Cent. they might have' paſt 
as much as they would: But, the AB 
teration becoming too excellive, which - 
well proves the Sottiſhneſs of the Turks;

in giving the moſt apparent Strokes on: 
the Soals of their Feet, or throwing” 
them into Priſon. They do the ſame 
in reſpe& of Robbery, obliging them 
to prodnce the Thief, which is impoſ- 
ſible, ſeeing he is the Judges Conk- 
dent ; or elſe condemning them 'to 
great Fines, which not being determi- 
ned as the price of Blood, theſe-paor 
people cannot get quit, but by deliver- 
ing up all they are worth. 

Falſe Witneſſes, which are very 
common im the Empire, cauſe therein 
much Diſorder; there are for all ſorts 
of Afﬀairs, and at all Prizes. They 
have their Agents or Curliters, who af- 
ſiſt at Pleadings, and fail not of ſup- 
plying Evidences to thoſe who have 
been remitted to make proof by this ' 
way ; and, according to the Conſe- 
quence of the Aﬀair, they furniſh more 
or leſs conſiderable, whoſe apparent 
Virtue may give Weight to the Teſti. 
mony, Fires 
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Fires have oft ruined, -and do ruin 
every day ſeveral they often 
| . by" the Wickednef, of certain 
People, who fire Houſes on purpole, to 
make advantage of the Diſorder caugd 
thereby ; for, they being only of Wood, 
and full of Painting, and beſmeared 
with Oily Stuff, after their manner ; 
there are many "burnt in a ſmall time. 
The Rapidity of this Element is ſomes 
times ſo violent, that the Inhabitants 
can only ſave themſelves; and a Man 
that is rich, = at his Eaſe, i 15, 1 the 
eof twg — ok time, reduced to a 
te of nary. Not only in Cor- 
ſtantinople, but alſo in ſeveral other pla- 
ces, there are Teſtimonies of this De- 
folation ; and they look upon it as 
nothing, if. there are not above four 
or five hundred Houſes burnt at a time. 
I”s not long ſince the Town of Galata 
was wholly burnt down in the ſpace of 
twodays; in the year following, Con- 
fantinople received alſo the ſame Diſ- 
grace, there being only one of the 
Ends of the Town which could be fa- 
ved from the Fire ;- and, of more than 
forty Fires which I faw, during ſeven

To hinder then the Execution of theſe 
Projefts( which ſeem to be equally eaſy 


and neceſſary. toChriſti.n Princes)there 


muſt be Politick Reaſons, which Go& 


only can diſſipate, when he pleaſes ;. 
for, its impoſiible to believe, as ſeve- 
ral pretend, that the Conſideration of- 
mterrupting, Commerce, has been hi- 
therto the real Hinderance. 

Yet it ſeems, that Trade is ſach a: : 
delicious Morſel, as makes it hard to: 
be denyed ; however, it's deplorable, 
that thoſe who are moſt intereſ&d to: 
hinder the Aggrandiſment of the Turks, 
have under the ſpecious Pretence of 


Commerce, -facrific'd the Intereſts of 


States, the"Honour-of Kings, and the 
Advantage and Encreaſe of rrne Relipy 
ou. The Spamards lfo have not alit- 
tle profited the Ortoman Empire by 
driving out the Moors and; Fews from 
their Conqueſts, who have in great 
Numbers peopled the Grand Sergnier's. 
Be p Coun= 
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Countries, in ſupplying the Defe&.of 


natural Turks, and entertaining Com- 
merce with the Franck Nations. We 


may alſo affirm, that Rome ( as Holy ag 
it. is )) has contributed to the Gran- ' 


dure of the Tzrks, by the Greeks in- 


' ſtructed in 7taly, . of which there are 


publick Colleges; who return Home 
after they have got Learning, where 
they are Phyſicians, and Interpreters to 
Vizirs, and inſtrut the Turks in all 
Aﬀairs , though never ſo diſadvanta-. 
geous and pernicious to the Chriſtians. 

Thele RefleCtions will exclude the 
Complaints of ſo great an Evil ; for, 
in fine, © thoſe over whom the Turks 
have made ſuch conſiderable Progreſ- 
ſes, being themſelves the Cauſes of 


| them, it belongs to them to procure 


the neceſſary Remedy, and whatever 
Means they may have for this; yet it 
ſeem'd as.if they never ought to have 


thought of. them, without the Occaſi- - 


on which. God now +puts.. into their 
Hands in the preſent War againſt the 
Infidels, and the Liberty all Chriſtendom. 
now. has, by Enjoyment of Peace a- 
mong themſelves, to unite their Arms 
againlt th:ſe 1rfidels, * 
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And'if this preſent Expedition does 
not -procure- the entire Ruin of the 
Torks, yet. will it put their Empire in- 
toſuch a great Diſorder, out of which 
they will never be able to raiſe them- 
ſelves; and the Arrogance of theſe 
Iifiaels 'will be confounded , eſpecially 
that of Yanli Effenai, Preacher-in Or- 
dinary to the Grand . Seignior, This 
falſe Prophet. preaching, in his High- 
neſs" Hearn, im the City of Camimec, 
two Days after it was taken, and con- 
ratulating him for this new Conqueſt ; 
retold him with great Aſſurance, the 
Conqueſt of Rome, ſeeing that accord- 
ing to ſome of their Prophecies, thz 
ſſulmen muſt take Spain, and in ſine, 
predominate over-the Red Apple ;, for 
thus do they call the City of Rome, . 
Kizil Alma, | 
He enlarged himſelf mnch on this 
matter, but took care not to fall in his 
Diſcourſe on another Prophecy, re- 
ceived by ſeveral of the mioſt able Per- 
ſons amongſt them, which ſays, They 
ſhall be driven from Rome, aftermards 
from Conſtantinople, and the whole Em- 
pire ; That this which had been ſubdued, 
ad re-eftallilhed by Canſtantine the 
: Great, 
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Great, w4 to he ſnatched from the Chri. 
ſtians under. the Reign of another Con- 
ſtantine, by « Turkiſh Emperor »amey 
Mahomet ; but, that the Chriſtians alſo 
ſhould: retakg it, during the Reign of an- 
other Ottoman Emperor of the ſan 
Name. if 

It may be, that this taking of the 
City of Rome, Prophefied by the Furky, 
has been accompliſhed by ahem I 
inthe fame time he became Maſter of 
Conſtantinople ,, where Conſtantine the 
Great, who was the Reſtorer of it, and 
who gave it its Name, having tranf- 
ferred the Imperial Seat from Rome, 
Enacted, it ſhould becalled New Rome; 
For being deſirous to Erect it as a Cas 
pital of the Roman Empire, he endea- 
voured to equalize it to Ancient Rome , 
by the Magnificence of its Buildings, 
Number of its Inhabitants, and the 
rich Spoils, which he took from other 
Cltics of his Obedience, to make. up 
the Glory and Splendor of this ; and, 
in conſequence of this, the Grand 
Sezgmors. at this day call them- 
ſelves Koum Padichahi , Emperors of 
Rome, which is one of. their fineſt Ti- 
tles. In fine, if the Chriſtians oY: 
] 
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loft this Capital of the Eaſtern Em- 
pire, which was alſo thatof the Roman 
Empire, under the Reign of Conſt ar- 
"re Palcologus  furnamed Dracoſex ; 
and if, for the Accompliſhment of the 
Twks Prophecy, he that took it was 
called Mahemer, the Emperor who 
was {0 lately Maſter of this famous Ci- 
ty, and againſt whom the Chriſtians 
have had fach wonderful ſucceſs, is 
alſo called. Mabomet, and conſequent- 
ly may well be he, who according to 
the ſame Prophecy, ſhall reſtore it to 
the Chriſtiars, But if this Explication 
be not ſufficient, although it appears 
clear enough ; may one not fancy after 
the manner of the. Egftern People, 
That. the Zarks being obliged to: cat 
of the: Apple of Di/cord, and tomakeit 
Red by the effuſion of their own Blood, 
ſhall ſee on themſelves the Accompliſh- 


ment of their Prophecy ? 


It is very vexatous, that their Ene- 
mies have not moreover made them 
experience this. Juſtice, and let flip fo 
many occaſions, making no advantage 
of the Rebellions,, and conſiderable 
Commotions,- which-often, and almoſt 


im all times: have ſhaken this Orroman 
C0. 
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Coloſſus. Tt has advanced in its Orii 
ginal, leaving many Enemies behind 
it ; paſt from Afia, into Europe, withs 
out finiſhing the Conqueſts of the 
Countries , which lay on either 
fide ; it's (Children - and: Brethren 
became ſo many Uſurpers; the - Son” 
became the Aſſaſſin of the Father ; Bre- 
thren Fratricides, and the lawful Heir, 
which was in the greateſt Poſleſſion, 
paſs?d noſooner into one- of the two 
Parts of the World, - but he 'was-cal- 
led 'back into the other. ; 
The Chriſtiz» Princes have never 
drawn the leaſt advantage from their 


 Diforders( as has been obſerved ) and 


thoſe of the Chriſtians have been always 
profitable'to them. What ſatisfattion 
was it not to them, to ſee themſelves 
fought to, as they have always been, 
and to ſee their ſignal faults, the loſ- 
ſes of Battels, and their frequent Re- 
bellions,' to be of no Value tothe Chri- 
ftians? Their Enemies muſt not excuſe 
themſelves, on the innumerable Land 
and Sea-Forces, which their Ima- 
ginations diſturbed with-a pannic-Fear, 
has made them attribute to theſe J1»- 
fiaels, The weakneſs of the Turks *< 
tne 
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the Sea, -cannot be greater than *tis 
now; and their Land-Forces, far leſs 
than believed, are ſo1ll ordered, and 
kd by ſo few Officers, moſt of them 
without Experience , eſpecially the 
Chief Cammanders; that aſluredly, 
how little ſoever we reflect 'hereon, 
and proht by theſe refleftions, we may 
ſoon find Means, not only to free our 
ſelves from the Invaſionsof this Enemy, 
but to retake with juſtice each for his 
part, in a ſhort time, what he has U- 
ſurp*d ſince many Ages. 

Could it be comprehended, that a- 
moneglt the Turks, moſt of the Gene- 
rals, Coldnels of Foot, and Comman- 
ders of Horſe, are drawn from the 
Ward-robe, the Gardens, or, Cuſtom- 
Houſes ? that a Body of ſeven thouſand 
Horſe, has no more Officers, than 
another of three hundred, and that a 
Chamber, or Company of two hun- 
dred Famzaries, chave no more than 
one ofan hundred and fifty ? They are 
moſt certainly, very able to make a 
great Noiſe, to expreſs themſelves in 
their Diſcourſes and Writings, with 
emphatick and ſwelling Terms , big 
with Vanity and Oſtentation, extend- 
ing 
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ing themſelves in Campaigns, to ap- 
pear more numerous than they are; 
and in ſhewing themſelves deſperate 
on Breaches , the Scimtar in their 
Hands, themſelves half naked, -bawl-- 
ling and roaring ouf like poſſeſsd 
People, to imprint Terror, and to cut 
off mens Heads when they have firſt" 
ſtruck them with this fooliſh Fear, 
But thoſe who are concerned and in- 
tereſted , ſhould know how to deal 
with them, by the Examples which all 
the World has ſeen of St. Godard, 
Cochim, Cheherim, and lately of Viema, - 
Gran , Buda, &c. and whatever has 
paſgd, and ſtill paſſes in Poland, the 
Morea, Hungary, Dalmatia, even in 
the leaſt Rencounters, both by Sea and ' 
Land. 
Cannot Chriſtendom now undeceive 
Her ſelf in this Snbje&t ? If we would 
expreſs the Force and Bravery of a' 
Man, we compare him to a Tiark,. 
feerce as a Turk, Ina word, this Name 
{ 1s a mere Phantaſm, to afright Chil- 
dren, with which we take pleaſure to 


feed them, and educate them in this 
Fear. 
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Js quite otherwiſe with the: Turks, 
who begin in their very Infancy, and 
xe. exactly inſtructed to deſpiſe the 
Chriſtians, and to have only for them 


| 5entiments of Hatred and Indignation. 


They never write , or ſpeak of ns, 
(whatever Amity and Familiarity you 


'Þ have with them, even in ſpeaking to 


us-1n common Converſation ), but by 
treating us with Ghiaour , Infidel, It 
ſeems as if this Hatred was Heredita- 
ry to them ; and it's certain, it's en- 
creas'd by -Education , and takes its 
greateſt ſtrength, from the adheſion of 
theſe Infidels to Mahometaniſm, and the 
great reſpeCt they have generally for 
whatever -concerns their falſe Religion; 
whereas, there are but too many Chr:- 
_—_—_ who ſhew a great Indifferency for 
theirs. 

The Chriſtians have been-diſmayed at 
the leaſt ſhock the Orroman Power has 
given them. They have conſidered 
the Conqueſts whereby that Empire 
has aggrandiſed her ſelf, as an infur- 
mountable-Bar ; and all their Conſo- 


lation lies in ſaying, That the Turks 


never loſe, or part with any thing they are 
once pi led of. | FE 
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On.theſe Principles they would aþ- 
ways be at Peace with them, which ig 
n2t a likely means to-makethem loſe, 
or return any thing. They have not. 
profited by Peace, to inſtruct them- 
ſelves rightly of their Forces, Polj- 
ticks, and Conduct as well within, ay 
without thcir Empire ; whereof thoſe 
who are intereſled, ſhould be fully in- 
formed, to excite in themſelves the: 
Motions of a proportionable Zeal, for: 
the deſtruftion of this Enemy , to 
which they are obliged by the two 
molt powerful Means in the World, 
Religion and Liberty; and by the Glory 
of deſtroying ſo bzrbarous and Tyran- 
nick a Government. 

We ſhould greatly endeavour, to, 
diſcover perfectly the Tarkiſh Afﬀairs, 
by a ſearch and penetration into their 
Policy ; ſeeing that in the ſight- and 


habit, which the Chriſtians have of ma-: 


king much of their weakneſles, in re- 
ſpect of theſe 1: fidels, they are ſo inge- 
nous in repretcnting them to them- 
{clves othcerwie than they are. 
The Txks are ſo addifted to an abo- 
minable Filthineſs, which hinders Ge- 
neration ,, that notwithſtanding the 
Plurality 
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Plrality of 'Women, there- are. few 
of them who have above four or five 
Children , excepting Sxltan -Alurar, 
and ſome others, of whom there are 
mentioned extraordinary Stories. 
There's no doubt, but this reaſon j join- 
ed to the Plague ( which is almoſt con- 
tinually in Tzrky, much or little, ac- 
cording to the Seaſons, and which 
ſometimes makes horrible Ravages ) 
have been to, this time; capable to re- 
duce this Empire, into Defarts, with- 


'out the Number of Slaves, which are 
inceſſantly brought from the Fron- 


tiers, where the Tzrks have always 
Wars. The Truth of this appears, 
in that there are very few Turkiſh Men 


pit Women, who have not been taken 
Young from the Chriſtians, or that are 
not the-Sons or Grandſons - of - Rene- 


gadoes, or Slaves ; who for the moſt 
part change their Religion, through 


.Neceſlity or Ignorance, without . a di- 


ſtint knowledge of any., So neither 


isthere any. Houſe, .,wherethere is not 


for Men and Maid-Servants ſeveral 
Slaves, eſpecially - Ruſſians; and, one 
needs only to read Hiitory to know, 


That the- Turks have ever tranſported 


G fo 
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to the inward 'parts oftheir Em. 
pire , and eſpecially 'to Conftanting. 
ple ; the chief Inhabitants of the Pla. 
ces of their Conqueſts, as faſt « 
they have enlarged their Frontiers'; 
which they will no more do, ifithe 
Chriftians have but the'Will to hindex 
Them: --* | : 
Predeftination has little effe&t, now 
a-days, in the Minds of the Tarks ; for 
though they believe it, they- aHo give 
Tome ear 'to what they call Prudence, 
which conſiſts in the not expolingithem. 
ſelves in '{matl Numbers to great For- 
cs; and, as I have already ſaid elfe- 
where, moſt belteve now themſelves 
to be predeſtinared to fly, and be worſt- 
ed, Jult asthey were betore to vanquiſh 
or be. ſlain. They are only ſeen not 
to withdraw from the Plague, which 
 "Tweeps away every year incredible 
Numbers of them. And, if they ap- 
pear obſtinate and reſshite m Ty- 
ſtaining a Siege to the laſt Extremity, 
or, in any other occaſion ; this is leſs 
'by an effe&t of Predeſtination, or true 
"Bravery ( although it is certain, there 
| *are people of great Courage amongſt 
them-) thanourt of Deſpair, to won 
they 
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they are darced, by the wall grounded. 
fear; of periſbivg moxe ignowiniouſly, 
ifthey have bad Succeſs. They come 
to this extremity, becauſe ordinarily 
the greateſt Officers amongſt them 
ſeldom miſs of being put to-Death, 
even when they are not in Faulc ; un- 
leſs they ne precantions to avoid it, 
by keeping thermſelyes from Court, 
or withdrawipg wholly from the Em- 
pire, as hath been lately done by the 
Raſſa of Napoli de Romania, who retired 
to Venice with all his Family, and ſome 
Commanders in other places taken in 
the A4ores, who have deſired to. be 
tranſported into Africa. And the 
Grand Vizir, Solyman Baſſa, after his 
il ſucces in the loſs of Brda, 
would not return to Aari4ople, to the 
Grand Seignior, by reaſon of the uncer- 
tainty at the manner wherein he ſhogld 
be received. 

One may infer thenfrom all theſeRea- 
ſons, Thatit's only the ill Condudt of 
the Chriſtians , which has made the 
Tarks ſo Powerful ; it being that which 
made the Venetian Fleet miſcarry, which 
conſiſted of Fourſcore and fhfteen Gal- 
leys, ſeven Galeaſles, and fifty Yeſlels, 
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with which they. might- not-only. hays 
preſerved Candia, but;attempted. Cary 
ſtantinople.. H 
The extream Ignorance of the Tis 
and their Contempt of whatever has nay 
relation to their Manners, or Ne 
is *to them alſo a notable Prejudice, 
It may eaſily be diſcern*d, by what has 
been already ſaid ; but I remember 
one Encounter, which forthe ſingula- 
rity of the Fact, I muſt relate here, as 
a remarkable.

chipelago. Yet are they deſtined to 
clear the White Sea of Chriſtian Py- 
rates, who difturb the- Commerce of {} 
his Higne/,*s Sabjects.

manders, have always appeared by 
the refuſal of Fighting, in avoiding 
the leaſt Velkds. in Rencounters, ut»
